While I replied immediately that I have never heard of any such 
proposal, and cannot believe there is any foundation for it, yet 
you will appreciate that such e statement, under present consitions, 
does not reflect very creditably upon the University and may give 
rise to a feeling of unrest and uneasiness among a large number 
of Graduates that, eo far as I can see, need not exist. If you 
are at liberty to say so, I should appreciate a denial of the samec. 

I know personelly of many financial sacrifices made 


by our college men overseas to assist in the maintenance of their

College fraternity under the present strain, and I hesitate to 
think that any advantage would be taken of the weakened conditions 
of these University Societies at this time, 

As @ member of the Executive Council of the 
University of Toronto Alumni Association I know of your interest 
in the movement towards awakening enthusiasm and co-cperation 
among the alumni, and I do not like to have rumours which e tend 
towards dissension go unanswered.
